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Fights and attempted suicides 
keep city police reallyhopping

City police were literally hopping Fri¬ 
day night after responding several times 
to disturbance calls on Canaan Street, 
which resulted in the arrests of three per¬ 
sons. and then receiving practically back- 
to-back calls about two attempted 
suicides. 

“We needed 10 men Friday night."Sgt. 
John Barbaro told The Mirror Saturday 
when asked about Priday night's details. 

Police were summoned to 72 Canaan 
St.. Carbondale. at 7:55 p.m . when they 
received a call of a disturbance at the 
address. 

When they arrived, they found two 
men. who they identified as Marlin and 
Edward Ash. fighting with the neighbors 
al 5 Gravity Ave. 

According to Patrolman Frank 
Hackcn. the two men were told to stop or 
they would be cited for their actions, but 
police were called back once again to the 
address. 

When police were summoned back to 
the scene at 8:20 p m.. they reported that 
one of the Ash brothers had a gun. which 
turned out to be a starting pistol. Police 
weren't able to recover the pistol. 

Women fighting 

Meanwhile, they reported that two 


women were at the scene fighting with 
each other. One of the two Lisa W ood, 72 
Canaan St., was cited by Patrolman 
Dominick Andidora for disorderly con¬ 
duct. She was reportedly involved in an 
argument with Patricia Burke, 5 Gravity 
Ave. Miss Burke was not cited. 

Police then made a third trip to 
Canaan Street 15 minutes later to quell 
another disturbance. It was at this time 
that a second arrest was made. Martin 
Ash, 72 Canaan St., Carbondale, was 
cited by Patrolman Hacken for disor¬ 
derly conduct. Hacken told The Mirror 
that this arrest stemmed from the first 
trip to Canaan Street. 

Contingent 
of policemen 

Two hours later a contingent of patrol¬ 
men was summoned to Canaan Street 
after they received a call of a fight in 
progress. Patrolman Hacken reported 
that a rifle was confiscated after police 
were told that Francis Burke. 118 Rush- 
brook St.,(Jermyn, was usingthe weapon 
to threaten Martin.and Edward Ash 

Burke was issued a citation by Patrol¬ 
man Dominick Andidora for disorderly 
conduct. Meanwhile, police had to put 
Martin Ash in the city lockup for the 
night after he became disorderly. 


Police responding included Police 
Chief John Burke. Sgt Barbaro. Patrol¬ 
men Hacken. Andidora. Joseph Jacob- 
tna. and Francis Coleman Carbondale 
Township Police Chief John Symonies 
and Fell Township patrolman Warren 
Bintliff also assisted at the scene 

Attempted suicides 

Carbondale police also received calls 
of two attempted suicides in the city. I he 
first call they received came at 10:10 p m 
Although police could not release the 
name of the victim. The Mirror learned 
that the youth had slit his wrists. Accord¬ 
ing to Sgt Barbaro. however, the blood 
coagulated and the youth refused 
treatment. 

Responding to the scene was the Cot¬ 
tage Hose ambulance. Sgt. Barbaro was 
assisted at the scene by Patrolman 
Andidora. 

The second attempted suicide call 
came in minutes later. Again police said 
they would prefer not to release the name 
of the victim, although they did say a 
woman had taken several cardiac pills 
and had left a note Mobile II was sum¬ 
moned to the scene, but it was deter¬ 
mined that the woman was in no danger 
since a small amount of pills had been 
taken

PP&L told the city that it wants it money 
within 30 days to avoid any legal action. 

This dunning apparently does not affect 
the city's seeking to put up new street lights 
in various sections of the city. 

Martin P. Judge, city managing director, 
told the MIRROR Monday that there has 
been no timetable established for installing 
the new lights. 

Bids 

on M&M building 

The city is once more trying to sell the 
M&M Bank building it acquired several 
years ago for $60,000. At that time the city’s 
Community Development Program had 
plans to demolish that building and an adja¬ 
cent one for a parking lot. 

However, those plans fell through and the 
city has since tried several times to sell the 
building. 

Bids are being accepted on the building. 
Those bids will be opened at a special meet¬ 
ing of council set for Monday night, Dec. 7.
